•gainst tho largo ones, and in the very Baiuo 
speech he conclusively proves that tho for 
of the largo states which tlu small states 
feel, or nro supposed to feel, is utterly 
groundless. The Senator says: 


"Especially is it necessary to preserve 


Iho recognition of tho slates, iu tho two 
electors which belong to each equally, be- 
yond those to which (hey aro entitled ou 
the basis of population. Not ouly is this 
right, but no amendment which failed to 
recoguizo this equality could obtain a two- 
thirds voto iu this body, or receive the 
requsite assent 
of three-quarters of tho 


states." 


The Senator defends this state repre- 


sentation not ouly because it is necessary, 
but because it is right. And he says Inter 
in his speech, nnd snys very justly, 


"It may seem, ut first, that the smaller 


states make some surrender of power by 
changing the system which gives them an 
equal suffrage in the last resort. This

According to tho present system n slide 


casts as many votes for President as it has 
representatives in both branches of Con- 
gress, but nil of its votes must bo on one 
side. If New York elects eighteen Demo- 
cratic electors, Iry no matter how small 
majorities, and seventeen Itepublicaus. by 
iio matter how largo ones, though the pop- 
ular vote of tlio entire state may bo decided- 
ly Republican, yet she casts thirty five 
Democratic votes for President. In IS'il 
New York gave Seymour thirty five electoral 
votes aud at tho siuno timo elected eighteen 
liepublicans to Congress. In Ib'CO-lil-tiS-r:' 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio and Illinois 
gave all their electoral votes for tho Repub- 
lican candidates and nil that timo one third 
of their Congressional delegations were 
Democratic. It doesn't require a magnify- 
ing glass to enable one lo discover the 
injustice of this. It ought not lo require a 
century's experience to make it right. 


Senator Morton has offered an amendment 


to the constitution, allowing each Congress- 
ional district lo cast ouo vote for President. 
Besides these, each state is to he allowed to 
cast two votes. 
As tho electors under 


tile present sj-stom, exercise no independent 
judgment, aud vote precisely as they are told 
to, the only important dilierenoe between 
Hnrmtor Jlorton'o Hyctern ftml Oio prooonfc o«o 
Is that the former allows tho voles of each 
State to bo scattered among all the candi- 
dates, ami the latter innkes them all count 
for the candidate of tho majority. 
Thin is a 


great improvement, but precisely the saino 
inequality that characterizes the present syy- 
toin will characterize the proposed one. 


The most serious fault of tho present 


system is that the vote iu tho electoral 
college hears no just ratio lo tho popular 
vote. Senator Anthony says :— 
"It may 


happen, and lias happened, that Hie candi- 
date receiving a majority of tho electoral 
vote is iu a minority of tho popular volo.'i 
Tho committee on privileges and elections 
says:— 


In 1"7U GG;I. Grunt received ;V, per cent. 


of the votes of t'ao people; in the electoral 
college ho received 81 per cent. 


In 1868 General Grant received 
!>•> per 


cant, of the popular vole, and 73 per cent. 
of tho electoral vote. 


In 1S(H Mr. Lincoln received 
~>~i per cent. 


of tho popular vole, and 1)1 per cent, of tho 
electoral vote. 


In 18l!0 Mr. Lincoln received only -10 per 


cent, of tho popular vote; he received fl!) 
per cent, of tho electoral vote. 


In 18r,fi Mr. Buchanan received ouly .IS 


per cent, of Iho popular vole; ho received 


might bo true if tho smaller states had some 
interest npnrt from tho larger ones and op- 
posed to them. If it wero so, I should 
recognize n Jeep if not a fatal defect iu our 
political system. I see no such opposition 
of interests. Experience has shown that 
tho questions which, have organized parlies 
nnd divided tho country, pass over state 
lines without noting them, nud invade 
alike the large and tho small stales. There 
is nothing in tho disparity of their geo- 
graphical limits which makes it probable 
that New York and libotle Island shall sepa- 
rate on political questions, or that Delaware 
aud Florida shall unite. The smaller states 
nre distributed iu all parts of the Union 
East, West, North, South and Middle. 
They havo no purposes that are not ns likely 
lo be common to Hie larger stales as to eacli 
olher. All tho apprehensions of a combina- 
tion of the larger stales, lo Ihe disadvau- 
lago of Iho smaller, havo proved ground- 
loss. There is nothing for them to com- 
bine for or ngainst; Tho great Interests of 
the country aro common to all Ihe slales, 
and where there have been separate inter- 
ests, real or imaginary, they havo not been 
based on Ihe territorial limits of tho mem- 
bers of the Union. I do not, therefore, re- 
gard (he surrender of Iho equal suffrage in 
the election by tho House of Hepresenta- 
tives as an important concession." 


Senator Anthony Svas then speaking in 


favor of Senator Morton's proposilion to 
elect tho I'residcnl by plurality, abolishing 
Iho reference lo Iho House of llepresenta- 
tives where each slate casts ono vole, Dela- 
ware and New York alike. Bui all Hint he 
says of tho community of interests nmong 
tho stales applies as well in Iho ease of Iho 
first election ns in the caso of the second 
election. In closing ho says.— 


"I give my cordial nssont to this im- 


portant change which is so clearly for the 
general good; nnd which, by dividing nil the 
stales into single electoral districts, yet 
preserving to each the equal votes thnt she 
hns enjoyed, iu recognition of her equal 
membership in tho Union, breaks down the 
unhealthy if not dangerous preponderance 
that the larger stales possess." 


But the preponderance of tho larger sluice

when "experience

questions which hnve orgnuized parties nnd 
divided tho country pass over state lines 
without noting Ihsm, nud invade aliko Iho 
Inrgs nud Ihe small stales.
